6, Saving^-— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard,

from the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
«ny person with respect to the said draft before the expiry 
of the aforesaid period, will be considered by the Central 
Electricity Board. Such objections or suggestions may be 
sent to the Secretary, Central Electricity Board, AB-5, 
Safdarjung Enclave, New Dclhl-1 10029. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Electricity 
(Amendment) Rules, 1981, 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
final publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. In the Indian Electricity Rules, 1956 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules), in rule 2, in sub-rule (1), after clause 
(p), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — • 

"(pa) ‘‘Drop-out fuse” means a fuse, the blowing of 
which shall cause the fuse carrier to fall-olf, giving 
a clear indication of the blowing of the use”, 

3. In rule 12 of the said rules, in clause (b). the word 
“nay a” shall be omitted. 

4. In rule 22 of the said rules, in sub-rule (2), the word 
“naye” shall be omitted. 

5. In rule 48 of the said rules, for sub-rule (1) the 
following shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(1) the supplier shall not connect with the works, the 
Installation or an addition to an existing installa- 
tions on the promises of any applicant or the 
supply of power unless he is satisfied that— 

(a) in respect of low and medium voltage installations 
the value of the insulation resistance as measured 
in the manner prescribed in Indian Standard 
Specification No. IS : 732 — 1963 is not less than 
that specified therein. 

'(b) in respect of high and extra-high voltage insta- 
llations, the insulation resistance of individual 
apparatus shall not be less than that specified in 
the relevant ISS or recommended by manu- 
facturer.” 

6. In rule 49 of the said fules, In sub-rule (2), for clause 
(b). be following clause shall be substituted, namely 

"(b) The insulation resistance of the installation or 
apparatus is found to be of a value less than that 
specified in rule 48 and the relevant Indian Standard 
Specifications, and such defective portion of the 
installation or apparatus is not permanently dis- 
connected from the supply system to the satis- 
faction of the Inspector or the supplier as the case 
amy be.” 

7. For rule 50 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted namely : — 

“50-Supply and use of energy : — The energy shall not 
be supplied, transformed, converted or used or 
continued to be supplied, tansformed converted or 
used unless the following provisions are observed: — - 

fa) By the consumer — 

(1) In respect of low or medium voltage installations 
a suitable linked switch with fuse(s) or a circuit 
breaker of requisite capacity is placed as near as 
possible to, but after, the point of commencement 
of supply so as to be readily accessible and 
capable of being easily operated to isolate 
completely supply to the installations, such equip- 
ment being In addition to any equipment installed 
for controlling individual circuits or apparatus : 

Provided that where the point of commencement of supply 
and the consumers’ apparatus ane near each other, one linked 
switch or circuit breaker near the point of commencement of 
supply shall be considered sufficient for the purpose of this 
rule ; 

(2) In the case of high voltage consumers, — 

(i) for loads below 1000 KVA, the consumer shall 
rovide a linked switch with fuses or a circuit 
reaker of requisite capacity after the point of 
commencement _ of s upply to isolate supply 
completely to his installation, such equipment being 
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in addition to any equipment installed for controlling 
individual circuits or apparatus ; 

in) for louds of 1000 KVA and above at voltage upto 
11KV and for loads of 3000 KVA and above at 
voltage above 11 KV but upto 33 KV, the consumei 
snail provide a circuit breakeror a suitable device 
with high rupturing capacity# fuses of prescribed 
grade and quality and equipped with a device to 
trip all phases simultaneously. 

(3) In case of extra-high voltage installations, one common 
circuit breaker or one circuit breaker of requisite capacity 
for each of the incoming lines with isolating facility shall bo 
placed after the point of commencement of supply at a 
convenient location to isolate completely the supply to the 
installation, such equipment being in addition to any equip- 
ment installed or controlling individual circuits or apparatus, 

(4) The supply of energy to each motor or a group of 
motors or other apparatus meant for operating one particular 
machine, shall be controlled by a suitable linkod switch with 
fuse(s) or a circuit breaker or emergency tripping device 
with manual rc-set of requisite capacity placed in such a 
position as to be adjacent to the motor or a group of motors 
or other apparatus, readily accessible to and easily operated 
by a person in-charge and so connected in tho circuit that 
by its means all supply of energy can be cut-off from the 
motor or a group of motors or apparatus and from any 
regulating switch, resistance or other device associated 
therewith ; 

(5) Every consumer shall use all reasonable means to 
ensure that no person other than the supplier shall interfere 
with the service line and apparatus placed by the supplier on 
the premises of the consumer. 

(b) By both the consummer and supplier ; — 

(i) Every distinct circuit shall be protected against ovet- 

current and against an earth fault by a cut-out or a 
circuit breaker of requisite capacity. The circuit 
breaker or cut-outs so provided shall not cause danger 
from over-heating. Whenever fuses are used, they 
shall Ire capable of being replaced easily ; 

(ii) In case of every transformer, transforming high 

voltage supply to low or medium voltage supply, a 
linked switch with fuses or drop-out fuse or a cricuit 
breaker of adequate capacity on the primary side 
and linked switch with fuses or a circuit breaker of 
adequate capacity on the secondary side shall be 
Installed ; 

liii) In case of every transformer, transforming supply at 
extra-high or high voltage to high voltage or extra- 
high voltage, a suitable linked switch or a circuit 
breaker of adequate capacity on the primary side of 
a circuit breaker or oil switch with fuses with isolat- 
ing facility on the secondary side arc provided : 

Provided that for the purposes of clause fii) and (tii) 
above, — 

(A) the linked switch on the primary side of the trans- 
former shall be capable of breaking the magnetis- 
ing current of the transformer; 

(B) a linked switch with fuses or drop-out fuse or a 
circuit breaker need not be provided to transformers 
connected with generators and station auxiliary 
transformers used in generating stations; 

(iv) Adequate precautions are taken to ensure that no live 
parts are exposed so as to cause danger.’ 

8. In rule 51 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), the follow- 
ing sub-rule shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“(2) Where an aplicalion has been made to a supplier for 
supply of energy to any installation, he shall not 
commence, the suply <,r where the supply has been 
discontinued for a period of one year and above, 
recommence the supply unless he i s satisfied that the 
consumer has complied with, in all respects, the 
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conditions of supply set out in sub-rule (1) of this 
rule, rules 50, 63 and 64". 

9. In rule 61 of the said rules, for sub-iule (3), the follow- 
ing sub-rule shall be substituted, namely 

“(3) All metal casings or metallic coverings containing 
o r protecting any electric supply line or apparatus 
shall be connected with earth and shall be so joined 
and connected across all junction boxes and other 
openings as to make good mechanical and electrical 
connection throughout their length : 

Provided that where the supply is at low voltage, this 
sub-rule shall not apply to isolated wall-tubes, ov to brackets, 
electroliers, switches, ceiling fans or other fittings (other than 
portable hand lamps and portable and transportable appara- 
tus) unless provided with an earth terminal and to class II 
apparalus/applianccs : 

Piovided further that where tire supply is at low voltage 
and where the installations are either new or renovated all 
plug-sockets shall be of the three pin-types, and the third 
pin shall be permanently and efficiently earthed." 

Explanation,. — The words “Class II apparatus/appliance” 
will have the same meaning as assigned ( o these words in 
the relevant ISS.”

P: ovjded that the Central Government may if satisfied 
that such mariage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds foi so doing, exempt any 
person front the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that ii is necessary or expedient sc to do, it may, by 
older, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consulta- 
tion with Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
categoiy of persons. 

7. Savings. — Noting in these rules shall affect reservations,

G S R. 545.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to at tide 309 of the Constitution and in super- 
session of the Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1966, except for things done or omitted to be 
done, the President hereby makes the following rules regulat- 
ing the method of recruitment to the posts of Chief Labour 
Commissioner (Cential) and the Joint Chief Lubour Com- 
missioner (Central), namely 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may 
be called the Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) and the 
Joint Chief Labour 'Commissioner (Central) -Recruitmenli 
Rules.
